INDIA AS A WHEAT PRODUCER. 


“©onsual-General Bonham Thinks Her 
7 a Dangerous Rival. 
The report of Consul-General Bon- 
ham, at Calcutta, to the State Depart- 
ment, says that an area of 27,500,000 
eres is devoted to the production of 
wheat, and that the tota 8 during 
the year ended March 81, 1886, was 
289,000,000 busbels. with 
‘the wheat of the Pacific Coast the 
Indian wheat is inferior, but when ex- 
ported to Europe is mixed and ground 
with wheat of a superior quality, by 
which process a fair marketable grade 
#f floor is obtained. The method of 
ecultivating the soil is in the main the 
same as it was centuries ago, and there 
a to be great difficulty in inducing 
farmer to invest in modern 
— implements, and yet, with 
the simple and primitive methods, 
the Indian farmers can, in the opinion 
of the Consul-General, successf ully com- 
pete with those of the United States in 
roduction of wheat. This is due 
fe the fact that the Indian farmer’s 
represents a capital of not more 
or $50,and his hired help 
pth feeds and clothes himself on 
About $2.50 a month. A table is an- 
mexed, showing that the export of 
wheat from British India has increased 
from 300,000 cwt.in 1868, to 21,000,000 


ewt. in 1886, and that the increase of 
1886 over 1 mounts to about 3,000, 
@00 ewt. The Consul-General suys 


that some of his predecessors have 
laimed that the United States has 
mothing to fear from India as a com- 
titor in the production of wheat. In 
view he does not concur, and 
tieves that today India is second only 
to the United States in wheat-grow- 
ing. Furthermore, wheat-growing in 
India is yet in its infancy, and its 
further development depends prin- 
2 upon the means of transporta- 
tion to the seaboard. He fears that 
with the cheap native labor of India, 
and the constantly growing facilities 
for transportation, the United States 
will find her a formidable competitor 
asa producer of the staff of life.

CURIOSITIES IN CLOOKS. 


The Beautiful Designs in Which 
They Are Being Made. 
{New York Mail and Express.] 

The latest thing in clocks is the imi- 
tation of machinery of different kinds.“ 
said a salesman in a John street im- 
porting We have just received 
some very odd designs in this line from 
Paris. Here is a clock that would make 
a fine present for a railroad man,“ and 
he exhibited a beautiful white. bronze 
model of a steam boiler. It had a 
steam gauge, safety-valve and 
regulator, und a thermometer took the 
place of a water-gauge. On the furnace 
door was the dial of the clock and 
above it was a barometer. The whole 
apparatus was about two inches high 
and was mounted on a plush platform. 
The clock was running and the pendent 
balls of the speed-regulator were whirl- 
ing around merrily and doing the work 
of the pendulum. 

Now, here is something that would 
2 anybody,“ said the clerk, and 

e showed a handsome windmill in 
bronze and gold, with a clock face let 
into the side of the tower. The arms 
of the windmill were moving in such a 
natural way that one could easily im- 
acine that he felt the breeze that pro- 
pelled them. Another design was a 
well, built of tiles, held in place by a 
gilt frame, and an openwork well- 
house overhead, in which a bucket was 
hanging suspended by a chain. The 
bucket served as a pendulum and 
swung in a circle most mysteriously; 
for it did not seem to have any con- 
nection with the works of the clock, 
which were concealed in the well. 

Here is something unique,” said 
the clerk, calling the reporter’s atten- 
tion to an elaborate affair. This is a 
perfect miniature of a boiler set in a 
brick foundation, There are all of the 
valves, gauges, steam pipes and con- 
nections complete. he end of the 
boiler serves as the dial of the clock, 
and here at one side is a steam ham- 
mer, moving up and down with great 
regularity, and striking a bar of brass 
that is held by a workman. That is 
a design as a present for a manu- 
factarer. It costs $65. Here is a 
freak of the designer that is very neat. 
It represents an old-fashioned vertical 
saw at work. A workman stands at 
the bench pushing a board against the 
saw. On the front of the bench is the 
dial of the clock. The great beauty of 
these designs is the perfection to which 
the smallest details are carried. We 
cannot turn out such work in this 
country; it would be too expensive, as it 
is all hand work, and, at the wages we 
pay our artisans, these clocks would 
cost a smal? fortune.

M. B. Moraghan of the Calitor- 
nia Market is ove of the leading oyster 
culturists of the Pacitic Coast. The 
Moraghan oyster-beds are situated 
about eighteen miles from the city, and 
stand iu the bay near Milbrae Station. 
They consist of 100 acres encldSed in a 
double fence. This serves a double 
purpose, breaking the force of the tide 
and keeping out the stingaree, one of 
the oyster’s most vicious and deter- 
mined enemies. The oyster-spat is 
brought from the East in barrels and 
planted in these beds, which are care- 
fully prepared for its reception. The 
rise and fall of the tide in these beds 
is from five to seven feet,and at low 
water the bottom is altogether exposed. 
The oysters lay as evenly as possible 
on this bottom, it being the constant? 
care of the men who attend them to 
separate and part them out. The oys- 
ter makes shell first, then fat, and the 
sun striking the long rows of delicate, 
transparent shells lifted in perpendicu- 4 
lar lines gives them the appearance of 
silver shafts, and produces a most pic- 
turesque effect. 

The oyster farmhouse, as one might 
call it, is a substantial building, staud- 
ing on piles some eight feet above high 
water. Here men reside, whose 
business it is to attend to the oysters, 
“tonging’’ them and arranging their 
positions, according to the different 
stages of growth. The tongs is a sort 
of big double rake or scoop, used for 
bringing the oysters to the surface. 
Then they are placed in a large raft, 
divided into compartments, or tanks, 
thro which the water washes from 
beneath, thus keening the oysters fresh 
and in prime condition.
